The Earth's Journey 

Our world's journey in space is a 
long one, if we are to accept the con- 
clusions of Dr. Turner of the Univer- 
; Sity observatory of Oxford acd Profes- 
sor H. ©. Plummer, royal astronomer 
of Ireland, Recent astronomical work 
Guggests that the sun and its plancts 
form a siugle unit in a vast system, 
the stars in which, though separated 
by enormous distances, have a com- 
mon centre of gravity, and in response 
to gravitation all move in unison like 
@ stupendous machine. The paths of 
these stars, instead of being nearly 
circular, like those of the planets 
ground the sun, are much like the os- 
cillations of a pendvlum, The calcuia- 
tions show that on this eiongated 
course our sun musi travel 400,000,000 
years befcre completing a revolution 
and that is passed near the centre less 
than a million, perhaps not more than 
300,000 years ago and is now on the 
outward stretch.

The privilege was called the “jus 
trium libe-orum” (three children priv- 
ilege), but the ualifying number, 
three in Rome was four in Italy, five 
in the provinces. The system, how- 
ever, never worked well. 


Pension Fund for Employees 

The operation of the pension. tund 
on the C.P.R. has made a notable 
difference in the iuyalty and devotion 
of all classes of emaployees. The ccm- 
pany has hac its pension fund some 
twelve years, and tbere is to the credit 
of the Canadian Pacific fund at the 
present time nearly $750,000, with a 
totai of 605 pensioners. The pension 
fund is one of the most important 
features of the working of the respec- 
tive systems. It sives each employee 
a certain assurance of support in old 
age. In many cases where the salary 
is small this would not be a grvat 
deal; but the smallest pension is $20 
per month: and to many tn humble 
stations this would be greatly desider- 
ated in oid age and feebleness 

Last year the C.P.R. contributed 
under the rule of the fund, a tota! 
of $125,000, while the payment of pen- 
sions under the terms of the fund 
came last year to $169,329. The pen 
sien fund remove; the distance be- 
tween the ‘management and the em- 
ployees; and gives to each the stimu- 
lating feeling that he is identified wit 
the interest and prosperity of the 
company.
